Two AHS students honored for top test scores

Osediamen “Ose” Aimua and Lauryn 
Winiarski are among an elite group of high 
school students: They are the only Agawam 
High School students who scored in the top 
5 percent in a national preliminary SAT 
(PSAT) exam.

Parking 
‘business’ 
questioned 


ZBA: Main Street resident 
can park cars on property

AGAWAM - A resident located at 1710 
Main St. has every right to operate a business 
parking cars for Six Flags New England, ac- 
cording to an opinion recently distributed by 
City Solicitor Vincent Gioscia. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen confirmed last 
week that he received information regard- 
ing a dispute between Maxine and Antonio 
Cirillo, owners of Twisty’s and Twisty’s Too, 
businesses also located on Main Street. 

They complained to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals on Tuesday, Oct. 9 that Paula Sul- 
livan is running an illegal business and has no 
right to be parking cars on her property. 

The Cirillos, who had their lawyer Gary 
Liquori present at the ZBA meeting, alleged 
that Sullivan is parking up to 60 cars at her 
residence and that it is “hurting their busi- 
ness.” He also alleged that the mayor told 
Building Inspector Nick Urbinanti to ignore 
the situation.

Brown, Warren spar at 
Springfield Symphony Hall 


Taxation, middle class 
and Obamacare 
dominate issues

SPRINGFIELD — In the Massachusetts 
U. S. Senate race, Sen. Scott Brown and 
Elizabeth Warren squared off in a one-hour 
televised debate in Springfield Symphony 
Hall Oct. 10. They both threw knockout 
punches but neither of them landed accord- 
ing to most impartial observers. 

Warren showed the most passion when 
she addressed women’s issues accusing 
Brown of not voting for the fourth female 
Supreme Court Justice Elena Kagen and 
not voting for the Paycheck Fairness Act, 
which equalizes pay between men and 
women. “You had one chance to vote on 
this and you didn’t,’ she said more than 
once. Brown, who lives in a household 
full of women, said he was pro-choice and 
fought to support Planned Parenthood. 

Brown was effective in fending off War- 
ren’s attacks on him about taxation issues 
like his opposition to taxing individuals in 
high tax brackets, opposition to the War- 
ren Buffet Rule (billionaire Buffet claimed 
his secretary’s tax rate was higher than his. 
Senate Democrats proposed a 5.6 percent 
surtax on millionaires but it didn’t pass) 
and why he didn’t vote for three separate 
jobs bills. “It would have helped 22,000 
jobs here in Massachusetts,” she claimed.

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Town to receive $116,700 in CPA funds 


The Massachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR) last 
week released the Community Preservation Trust Fund dis- 
tribution for each Community Preservation Act (CPA) mu- 
nicipality, which includes the town of Agawam. 

The DOR distributes monies from the fund in mid-Oc- 
tober to cities and towns that have adopted CPA. All CPA 
communities will receive a 26.83 percent match on round 
one of the trust fund distribution this year, almost identical to 
the round one match of 26.64 percent last year. 

With a fiscal year 2012 net surcharge of $435,257, the town 
of Agawam is set to receive $116,797 in matching funds. 

Although it is too early to predict an exact distribution per- 
centage for fall of 2013, the match should be significantly 
higher due to the passage of the CPA legislation this past 
July. That legislation calls for $25 million from the state’s 


fiscal year 13 budget surplus to be added to the CPA Trust 
Fund in time for the October 2013 distribution. In addition, 
collections for the trust fund at the state’s registries of deeds 
have rebounded strongly in the past few months. 

To determine the exact distribution each community re- 
ceives, DOR follows a formula in the CPA law that calls 
for up to three rounds of trust fund distributions. During the 
first six years of CPA (2002 through 2007), the trust fund 
provided a 100 percent match to local surcharge revenues 
on the first round. The match then began to fall due to the 
popularity of the CPA program and the decline in CPA trust 
fund collections at the registries of deeds. Since 2010, the 
first round percentage match has remained steady at around 
26 percent. 


‘Attic Sale’ at Capt. Leonard 
House open to the public 


The trustees of the historic Captain Charles Leonard 
House in Agawam will revive a favorite event from years 
past on Saturday, Oct. 27 when they hold their first Attic 
Sale in almost two decades. The sale will take place on 
the property, at 663 Main St., from 10 a.m. until 3 p.m., 
and will feature china, silver, crystal, linens, small furni- 
ture, Christmas items, and an organ. A selection of baked 
goods will also be available. All proceeds will be used 
toward the preservation of the Agawam landmark, which 
has served as Agawam’s Community House since 1939. 

Many of the items offered at the sale come from the 
collections of the board of trustees. Long-time Trustee 
Marilyn Curry explained that other pieces have been 
sourced for the sale. “This isn’t a junk sale. We have 
many lovely pieces of china, glass, and silver at extreme- 
ly reasonable prices,” she said. 

Also offered for sale will be a piece of the house — lit- 
erally. Shutters that were removed from the structure 
during its 2008-2010 renovation will be for sale. The 
shutters can be fastened together to create a screen, hung 
as decoration, or used for their intended purpose, as shut- 


ters. The shutters date from the late 19th to early-mid 
20th century. 

There will also be something for local history buffs. 
Copies of Edith LaFrancis’ 1980 town history, Agawam, 
and Captain Leonard House Trustee David Cecchi’s three 
books, Agawam and Feeding Hills, Agawam and Feeding 
Hills Revisited, and Riverside Park will also be offered 
for sale. Cecchi will be on hand to sign his books. 

The Captain Leonard House was built in 1805 as a 
stage tavern to service travelers on the Hartford/Boston 
route. It has served as Agawam’s Community House 
since 1939, when Mrs. Minerva Davis restored the prop- 
erty and created the non-profit organization that operates 
the house. The house was placed on the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places in 1975, and occupies a prominent 
location in the Agawam Center National Register His- 
toric District. The Captain Leonard House is considered 
to be Agawam’s finest Federal-era home. The house is 
available to rent for business functions and social events.

AHS students honored for test scores 


ACC announces writing competition 


The third Annual Agawam Writing Com- 
petition, sponsored by the Agawam Cultural 
Council (ACC), will run from Nov. | through 
Dec. 15 and is open to everyone in the town 
of Agawam. Previously published poems or 
short stories from other contests will not be 
accepted. A category receiving five or fewer 
entries will have no prize awarded.

position, “Special Events in Your Life”; 18 
and over, 750- to 1500-word composition, 
“Reflections”; 18 and over - poetry, “Reflec- 
tions.” 


Prizes will be awarded in each category 
in the amount of $50 for first place; $25 for 
second place; and $15 for third place. 

Entries should be mailed to Agawam Cul- 
tural Council Competition, c/o Town Hall, 
36 Main St., Agawam, MA 01001. 

Notification of winners by mail will be 
no later than Feb. 1. Winning entries may be 
considered for publication in this paper and 
the ACC website unless specified entrants 
wish to decline publication in this manner. A 
special publication event will be held March 
12 at the Agawam Public Library. Awards 
will be distributed and the authors presented 
to the public at 7 p.m. 

The ACC is an all-volunteer local partner 
of the Massachusetts Cultural Council, a 
state agency, and is funded, in part, by the 
MCC.

Parking business called into question

brought to him for any kind of action nor 
did he direct someone to take any kind of 
action. 

“I did not directly tell anyone to do any- 
thing,” Cohen said. “The information was 
brought to me to look at it.” 

Gioscia’s research confirmed that Sullivan 
has full permitting from the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (DOT). 

“She met their requirements and is allowed 
to park cars at her house,” said the mayor. 

According to Cohen, Sullivan was origi- 
nally sent a letter from the Code Enforce- 
ment Officer stating she could not park cars 
there. Sullivan was then planning on obtain- 
ing a special permit and a variance from the 
ZBA. After learning her business was al- 
lowed by DOT, Sullivan sent messages to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals and the Plan- 
ning Board withdrawing her special permit 
request on July 31, 2012. 

“Vince (Gioscia) confirmed that the Code 
Enforcement’s reason for telling her (Sulli- 
van) not to park cars was invalid,’ said Co- 
hen. 

In a letter sent from Gioscia to Planning 
and Community Development Director 


Deborah Dachos, he cited Chapter 180-31 of 
the zoning bylaws, which addresses private 
parking garages. Sullivan’s parking business 
is allowed under definitions of the section. 

Cohen said there are no parking ordinanc- 
es in town and most residents along Main 
Street near Six Flags do park cars at their 
homes or businesses as a way to increase 
their income. 

“The city council took away the parking 
ordinances several years ago,’ Cohen ex- 
plained. 

As a result, Urbinanti is not in a position 
to do anything about the Cirillos’ request. At 
the Oct. 9 ZBA meeting, Chairman Doreen 
Prouty requested the Cirillos draft a letter to 
the building inspector requesting action. 

The ZBA will be taking up the issue at its 
Nov. 13 meeting. However, the new informa- 
tion may make it a non-issue for the board. 

Cohen said he was not involved with the 
ZBA’s role in the issue because it is not his 
place. 

“The Zoning Board of Appeals is an au- 
tonomous board within the town,’ said Co- 
hen. “I do not get involved with their busi- 
ness.”

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exam. “I was worried that I hadn’t made the 
national cut-off, which had been hovering 
around 205.” 

Winiarski said she was “surprised” to find 
out she had been recognized for her academ- 
ic performance. “I knew my PSAT scores 
were good, but I didn’t realize they stood out 
that much. I was quite excited to know that I 
ended up in the top 5 percent of people who 
took the test last year.” 

Each year, NMSC awards a total of ap- 
proximately 10,500 scholarships — less than 
1 percent of its initial pool of entrants. Aimua 
and Winiarski joined nearly 1.5 million stu- 
dents from about 22,000 high who took the 
Preliminary SAT/National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test (PSAT/NMSQT) in October 
2011. 

Approximately 16,000 of those students 
scored high enough to become semifinalists 
on a state representational basis. Semifinal- 
ists are the highest-scoring program entrants 
in each state and represent the top one per- 
cent of the state’s senior students. 

While Aimua and Winiarski were among 
the highest-performing students on the basis 
of scoring 200 or above on the exam, their 
scores weren’t high enough to continue in 
the 2013 competition for NMSC awards. 

“Pm so honored,’ said Winiarski. “I’m 
proud for both Ose and I to score so well and 
to be able to represent our school scholasti- 
cally. ’'ve known Ose for years, and he defi- 
nitely deserves this honor as well.” 

Principal Steve Lemanski said their 
achievement is a significant honor for Aimua 
and Winiarski — and for the school — since 
AHS students don’t achieve such recogni- 
tion every year. 

PSAT develops academic rigor 

Lemanski said Agawam has never had a 
student who has qualified as a finalist in the 
NMSC program, but did have a student who 
qualified as a semifinalist. Regardless of the 
score, he said taking the exam helps students 
develop their academic skills. 

“The data provided to us through the PSAT 
testing has shown our students that they can 
take rigorous courses and compete at the na- 
tional level with students the same age,” he 
said. In addition, he said it also shows that 
Agawam is doing a “better job of preparing 
students for college.” 

“The PSAT gave me a lot of opportunity 
to challenge myself,’ said Winiarski. “Al- 
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though I didn’t enjoy taking the test at the 
time, looking back I realize it was a great 
experience. I was able to match my SAT 
score to my PSAT score, because I knew 
what to expect on the SAT. I think the best 
way the test has helped me is that I gained a 
lot of confidence from knowing I did well. It 
showed me my academic potential.” 

Aimua, who has a 4.19 grade point aver- 
age (GPA), also said the test was great prac- 
tice for the SATs. He prepared for the PSAT 
using practice books provided by the school 
as well as prep books from the library. “It 
turned out that vocabulary words from our 
Wordly Wise packets appeared unusually of- 
ten on the test.” 


More than just test scores 

All students in grades 10 and 11 have been 
required to take PSAT since 2008. Prior to 
that, it was voluntary. Lemanski said the 
change was implemented to help students 
score higher on the SATs. During the past 
two years, Agawam has seen a slight in- 
creases in SAT scores. 

The PSAT exam also provides the school, 
students, and their parents with information 
about their Advanced Placement (AP) po- 
tential that allows them to take different AP 
classes based on the data. 

“In 2007 we had fewer than 60 qualifying 
AP test scores,” said Lemanski. “Last year 
we had more than 240. This year, we have 
nearly 380 students taking at least one AP 
exam.” 

He added that projections are for 550 AP 
exams to be taken by AHS students during 
the spring 2013 AP exam period. 

Winiarski, who plans a career in engineer- 
ing and who has a 3.97 GPA, took the AP ex- 
ams last year. She was named an AP Scholar 
after scoring a 3 or higher on three AP exams 
— including the top score of 5 on an AP Cal- 
culus exam.. 

Aimua plans a career in research. He and 
Winiarski are also both eligible to receive 
a John and Abigail Adams Scholarship — a 
program that gives tuition waivers to Massa- 
chusetts students who attend public colleges 
or universities within the state. 

Aimua said the courses he has taken at 
AHS, as well as his teachers and administra- 
tors, have prepared him “extremely well” for 
college and a future career. 

“I believe that it will lead to me getting 
into a more competitive school,” he said.

Noticeably, Brown made no criticism of 
Warren’s Native American ancestry like he 
had done in the first debate in Boston and 
was using in his advertising commercials. 

The debate was presented by the Spring- 
field Public Forum in cooperation with a 
Western Massachusetts media consortium 
and the Valley Press Club and was moder- 
ated by WGBY’s Jim Madigan. 

Not since Ronald Reagan came to Spring- 
field in 1988 as president to address the 
World Affairs Council, or when Bill Clinton 
held a rally for re-election in Court Square 
in 1996 or even when John F. Kennedy cam- 
paigned for president in front of the same 
hall in 1960, has there been such political 
excitement. The scene was chaotic outside 
the 2,61 1-seat hall lining the sidewalks with 
crowds holding signs for both candidates 
and media satellite trucks positioned near 
the hall. There was even a large labor union- 
organized bus promoting Warren cruising 
back and forth on Court Street in front of the 
hall. People who had free tickets to the event 
arrived as early as 5 p.m. to get good seats; 
the doors were locked after 6:30 p.m. 

The debate began at 7 p.m. and lasted a 
fast-moving 56 minutes to accommodate 
the local television stations’ programming 
schedule. 

Prior to the start of the debate, Madigan 
said there was only one rule for the audi- 
ence, which was filled to the top balcony 
with a mix of supporters, interested voters, 
and a large media contingent. “Please keep 
quiet. Don’t make any interruptions or ap- 
plause,” he asked. After a few of the first 
questions were asked, answered and rebut- 
ted the quiet rule was totally ignored with 
clapping, cheers and a few whistles through- 
out the night. 

Still, Madigan kept order in a crisp, ef- 
ficient manner requiring short answers to 
complex questions. When an outburst oc- 
curred, he waved the audience silent and was 
praised after the debate by the organizers. 
Some Twitter messages said Madigan was 
a more effective moderator than Presidential 
debate moderators, national newsman Jim 
Lehrer in the Barack Obama and Mitt Rom- 
ney debate and David Gregory who moder- 
ated the last debate with Brown and Warren. 


Jobs Bills 

First off Madigan asked how each candi- 
date would cure the unemployment picture 
here in Western Massachusetts. Warren an- 
swered that she would make an investment 
in education and infrastructure and localized 
her responses like referring to the rebuilding 
of Union Station as a transportation hub in 
downtown Springfield and boosting educa- 
tion and research in the “Knowledge Cor- 
ridor” up and down the Pioneer Valley. She 
knocked Brown for voting against three jobs 
bills in a row. 

Brown responded that the jobs bills would 
have increased government spending, that it 
would have increased by $450 billion. The 
best thing to do is put that money into the 
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Brown and Warren debate at Symphony Hall 


community, not to give it to Washington bu- 
reaucrats, said Brown. Also playing the “‘lo- 
cal card,” he said he used to live near Western 
New England University, ate at Friendly’s 
and went to the Big E. 

Brown claimed that small businesses in 
Springfield don’t want to spend taxpayers’ 
money that way. “They told me ‘we are tired 
of the government’s overspending, and over- 
regulation, ” he said. Predictably, all evening 
Brown kept hammering away that Warren- 
supported programs would cost too much 
and raise spending. She kept bringing up his 
voting record and desire to cut taxes for the 
wealthy. 


Health care 

On the issue of President Obama’s Af- 
fordable Care Act, also called “Obamacare”, 
their differences were magnified. Brown 
said outright it should be repealed and let the 
states handle it on their own. Warren said the 
bill is already working benefiting more than 
11,000 senior citizens who are now getting 
help with their prescriptions. And, she noted 
that medical research companies in the state 
will benefit financially from the measures. 

Brown said Obamacare would not reduce 
healthcare costs; it would only raise federal 
taxes. He said when he was a Massachusetts 
senator he voted for the state’s Common- 
wealth Care healthcare bill that covered 98 
percent of the state but didn’t raise taxes. 

Moving along quickly other topics cov- 
ered included support for local education 
with Brown touting his support for building 
new schools and Warren proposing that the 
federal government be a better partner and 
fund more science and math teachers. “It’s 
an investment we should be making,’ she 
said. 

As for cutting spending, Warren said the 
country should be trying to raise revenues 
and cut the military budget. Brown said 
the national debt had reached $16 trillion, 
but said he would protect Barnes Airport 
and Westover Air Reserve Base from cuts. 
Warren tried to tie Brown’s policies to that 
of Presidential candidate Mitt Romney and 
the national Republican Party, but Brown 
ignored it. 

The atmosphere became slightly little 
tense when the conversation turned to the 
middle class. Brown likened Democratic- 
sponsored bills to help the middle class to 
being “pigs at a trough.” Warren said she 
would fight for consumers and would close 
loopholes to help with student loans. 

Foreign Policy 

Neither debater elaborated much on for- 
eign policy but they both want to ensure that 
Iran does not develop nuclear weapons. They 
both supported sanctions on [ran and said the 
U.S. should work with moderates in Syria 
and get rid of its dictator Bashar al-Assad. 
Brown said he was more experienced as a 
member of the Armed Service Committee. 
Warren said she supported the President’s 
foreign policy efforts. 

They both agreed they would fight to re- 
tain Westover. Brown said the defense indus-

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Councilor reacts to 
Brown, Warren debate

AGAWAM -— City Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese — well known in Agawam for 
her role in local and state politics — was 
one of hundreds of people gathered at 
Springfield Symphony Hall last week 
for the third of four debates between 
U.S. Senate candidates Republican Scott 
Brown and his challenger, Democrat Eliz- 
abeth Warren. 

The debate was presented by the Spring- 
field Public Forum in cooperation with a 
Western Massachusetts media consortium 
and the Valley Press Club and was moder- 
ated by WGBY’s Jim Madigan. 

While it proved useful in bringing the 
candidates out to Western Massachusetts, 
it did little to open the eyes of the people 
present because the questions asked of the 
candidates — and the answers they gave 
were predictable, said Calabrese. 

“I would have liked to see a Lin- 
coln/Douglas-style debate,’ she said, 
referencing the series of seven debates 
between 1858 Illinois Senate candi- 
date Abraham Lincoln and Incumbent 
Senator Stephen Douglas, in which the 
candidates spoke about their respective 
campaigns and addressed issues without 
a moderator present. 

“There were no surprises from either 
candidate. Each candidate answered 
the questions in the way I anticipated,” 
Calabrese said, adding that a Lincoln/ 
Douglas-style debate between the two 
would be “the fairest and most unfiltered 
technique to flush out where they stand 


try should be supported in Massachusetts. 

In closing arguments Brown said, “I love 
being a U. S. Senator.” He stressed that he 
wouldn’t raise taxes on any American and 
would continue to be bipartisan. 

Warren said she looked to the future, 
“This race is about our children and grand- 
children.” She said, “Taxes shouldn’t be cut 
for the rich and the country needs to invest in 
education for the future.” 

Department of Communications Chair at 
Western New England University Douglas 
Battema watched the debate and said he felt 


on issues.” 

She went on to say that a debate in that 
format would give voters the chance to 
see how quickly they can think on their 
feet with less of a chance for a rehearsed 
response, “like the ones we heard at the 
Springfield debate. 

“I don’t think any of these debates give 
new information,” she said. 

Despite that, Calabrese said she felt it 
was important to be present at the event. 

“I wanted to see and hear from the can- 
didates without a filter from the media,” 
she said. “Unfortunately, the majority of 
voters don’t get this opportunity.” 

Young voters, especially, can benefit 
from hearing from the candidates during 
debates as opposed to viewing political 
advertisements on TV, and that’s impor- 
tant, she said. 

According to Calabrese, this genera- 
tion of young voters will have “the lon- 
gest view” on the repercussions of the 
election. 

“They’re the ones who have to live the 
longest with the consequences of their 
vote,” she said. By seeing the candidates 
side-by-side in debate format, young vot- 
ers have the opportunity to decide for 
themselves which candidate will enact 
policies that are best for them and the fu- 
ture of the nation, said Calabrese. 

She urged all voters to educate them- 
selves prior to heading to the polls next 
month. 

The fourth — and final — debate between 
Brown and Warren will be held Oct. 30, 
hosted by a Boston media consortium. 


Warren came off better than she did in their 
last debate. “But, it was evenly matched and 
I think each person accomplished what they 
set out to do. Jim Madigan was effectively 
neutral and it was substantive and covered 
the genuine issues,” said Battema. 

Several veteran debate watchers said there 
seemed to be no clear winner but the event 
put Western Massachusetts on the election 
map.

AGAWAM - Facing a 1-4 team that has struggled to put 
points on the board, it started out as what looked like an easy 
victory for Minnechaug football. 

But the Agawam Brownies came back, tying the score 13- 
13 in the second quarter with a couple of impressive drives.
